CERTIFICATE  SERIES  OF  1896

ILNA  would  like  to  thank  ]eff  Paunicka  of  Insight}  Professional  Numismatic 
Services  for  his  continued  contributions  to  our  organization.

The  Educational  Series  is  the  informal  nickname  given  by  numismatists  to 
a series  of  United  States  Silver  Certificates  produced  by  the  United 
States  Treasury  in  1 896  after  Bureau  of  Printing  and  Engraving  chief 
Claude  M.  Johnson  ordered  a new  currency  design.  The  notes  depict 
various  allegorical  motifs  and  are  considered  by  some  to  be  the  most 
beautiful  monetary  designs  ever  produced  by  the  United  States. 

The  obverse  depicts  a neoclassical  allegorical  motif,  which  dominates  the 
design.  The  motifs  are  meant  as  representations  of  the  theme  written  on 
the  note.  The  back  contained  the  profiles  of  two  American  figures  (usually 
famous  Americans)  set  against  an  ornate  background. 

Denominations  of  $1,  $2,  and  $5  were  produced.  In  addition  to  these, 
denominations  of  $1 0,  $20,  $50,  $1 00,  $500  and  $1000  were  also  planned. 
Designs  for  a $10  and  $50  denomination  were  being  prepared  but  were 
never  completed  or  produced  before  the  series  was  abandoned  and  replaced 
by  the  Series  of  1 899. 


The  term  “EducationaT  is  derived  from  the  title  of  the 
vignette  on  the  $1  note,  "Flistory  Instructing  Youth".

CONTROVERSY 

The  naked  breasts  of  the  female  figures  on  the  $5  Silver 
Certificate  reportedly  caused  some  mi  nor  controversy  when 
several  Boston  society  ladies  took  offense  to  the  design. 

Some  bankers  reportedly  refused  to  accept  the  notes  in 
transactions,  and  the  term,  "Banned in  Boston/ allegedly 
originates  from  the  $5  Silver  Certificate.  In  response,  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  prepared  a "draped" 
bosom  $5  vignette  design  for  a proposed  1 897  series.  The 
redesign  also  included  a highly  modified  front  face  but  was  never  utilized. 

Also  for  the  first  time  in  1 893,  Bureau  authorities  invited  a small  group  outside 
artists  and  engravers  to  submit  design  proposals  for  the  new  series  of  notes. 
The  presence  of  the  outside  group  caused  tremendous  creative  problems 
within  the  BEP.  Great  personality  conflicts  and  jealousy  could  be  one  reason 
that  although  the  $1  design  was  approved  in  july  1894  the  remaining  two 
notes  were  not  accepted  until  late  1 895.  At  one  point  during  the  process  BEP 
designer  Thomas  Morris  resigned.  Coupled  with  being  banned  in  Boston,  the 
notes  were  quickly  replaced  by  the  Series  of  1 899  notes. 

Besides  the  reasons  noted  above,  retail  clerks  claimed  to  have  a difficult 
time  telling  the  differences  of  the  denominations  because  the  notes  were 
too  dark.  As  a result,  they  made  too  many  errors  in  making  change.

silver  and  Nickel: 

Five-Cent  Coins  from  1866  to  M

The  ILNA  Coin  Digest  welcomes  another  contribution  from  nationally  known 
numismatic  writer  Mark  Benvenuto.  Mark-  we  thank  you  for  your  continued 
efforts  to  help  ILNA  to  reach  others  with  Knowledge  thru  Numismatics. 


The  multiple  types  and  designs  of  our  quarters  today  may  escape  most  people, 
but  collectors  recognize  that  there  have  probably  never  been  more  designs  in 
circulation  at  one  time  than  there  are  now.  In  1 866,  a very  short  time  after  the 
most  brutal  war  Americans  had  seen  in  their  own  country,  the  Mint  ended  up 
getting  into  the  business  of  making  two  kinds  of  five-cent  coins,  something 
it  had  never  done  before.  The  comparison  might  not  seem  all  that  close,  but 
the  idea  of  two  types  of  five-cent  pieces  makes  for  a fascinating  collecting 
possibility  today. 

The  half  dime  had  been  the  five-cent  coin  of  the  US  since  the  opening  of  the 
Mint  in  Philadelphia  back  in  the  1790's.  The  smallest  silver  coin  originally 
authorized,  the  half  dimes  can  be  both  fun  and  frustrating  to  collect  today.  Fun 
because  several  dates  are  common  enough  that  attractive  looking  pieces  can 
still  be  purchased  today  for  little  more  than  $1 00  (look  for  example  at  any  one 
of  the  many  1 835  varieties  of  the  Capped  Bust  half  dimes).  Frustrating  because 
of  those  very  same  varieties,  and  the  patience  a person  has  to  have  to  assemble 
a collection  of  them  all. 

By  1 866  however,  the  half  dime  denomination  had  gone 
into  something  of  a tail  spin.  The  year  1861  saw  a total  of 
3.36  million  of  these  tiny  silver  disks  produced,  and  the 
year  1 862  saw  1 .49  million  of  them  come  from  the 
Mint  with  the  smallest  rendition  of  Christian 
Gobrecht's  Seated  Liberty  design.  But  the 
numbers  from  1863  to  1865,  including 
all  the  coins  added  to  the  hoard  by  the 
newly  opened  west  coast  facility  in  San 
Francisco,  were  quite  small. 

The  1866  half  dime  run  at  Philadelphia 
was  a trivial  1 0,000  pieces,  with  the  San 
Fran  contribution  being  a larger  but  still 
meager  120,000  coins.  That  same  year  though 
saw  the  first  of  the  Shield  nickels  leave  the  gate  and  make 
it  into  the  channels  of  US  commerce,  to  the  tune  of  14.7 
million  coins.  It  does  not  take  the  proverbial  rocket  scientist  to 
determine  just  which  coin  will  be  cheaper  today,  in  any  grade.

But  the  year  1 866  also  started  what  would 
become  an  eight  year  run,  one  in  which 
there  were  always  half  dimes  minted,  as 
well  as  Shield  nickels.  The  low  mintage  we 
just  mentioned  for  the  half  dime  is  nowhere 
near  as  low  as  a mintage  could  get.  That 
honor  actually  belongs  to  the  1870-S  half 
dime,  of  which  only  one  exists.  It's  pretty 
safe  to  cross  that  one  off  the  wish  list  and 
forget  about  it.  But  there  was  something 
of  a last  hurrah  for  the  half  dimes.  In  1 871 
the  total  from  Philly  was  1 .87  million,  and 
in  1872  the  total  jumped  back  up  to  2.94 
million.  By  any  measuring  stick,  these  two 
dates  are  common  and  affordable.  Even  the 
1 872-S  half  dimes  were  coined  to  the  tune 
of  837,000  pieces,  meaning  they  are  not  all 
that  expensive  in  most  grades. 

Although  the  half  dimes  were  going  down 
in  the  late  1 860's,  the  nickels  that  started  out 
big  went  to  even  higher  heights.  Mr.  James 
Longacre's  original  design  did  drop  in  1867, 
but  only  to  2 million  pieces.  The  newer  design 
- one  without  rays  between  the  stars  circling  the 
number  '5'- came  roaring  out  of  the  Mint,  with  a total  of 
28.8  million  minted.  The  year  1868  saw  a repeat  performance, 
and  even  1 869  saw  1 6.3  million  coined. 

As  with  several  new  designs  within  United  States  coinage,  the  Shield  nickels 
dropped  precipitously  after  enough  made  it  into  circulation.  The  1871  and 
the  1873  never  got  near  the  1 million  mark,  which  makes  them  a bit  more 
expensive  today,  especially  in  the  grades  at  or  near  mint  state.  But  they  are  not 
impossible  for  a collector  to  get  his  or  her  hands  on. 

All  stacked  and  counted,  there  are  nine  Shield  nickels  that  a person  can 
assemble  from  1866  to  1873,  counting  the  two  different  varieties  issued  in 
1 867.  There  are  also  1 5 Seated  Liberty  half  dimes  that  a person  can  obtain, 
since  these  coins  were  issued  from  1 866  to  1 873  at  both  the  East  Coast  Main 
Mint  in  Philadelphia  and  the  West  Coast  branch  in  San  Erancisco  (and  yep,  we 
took  the  unique  1 870-S  out  of  the  equation).  The  half  dimes  are  usually  less 
expensive  than  the  nickels,  even  though  their  mintages  are  lower.  Most  likely 
this  is  because  they  saw  less  use  than  the  nickels.  But  whatever  the  reason,  this 
makes  the  process  of  trying  to  assemble  an  1 866-  1 873  collection  of  five-cent 
pieces  somewhat  easier  on  the  wallet. 

“Five  Cent  Coins  of  1866  to  1873”  concludes  next  page 
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There  is  a final  footnote,  as  it 
were,  about  assembling  these 
dates  of  dueling  five-cent  pieces. 

Every  year  in  this  short  stretch 
saw  some  proofs  made,  both  for 
the  half  dimes  and  for  the  new 
nickels.  None  are  common,  as  the 
highest  mintage  is  the  1 873  Shield 
nickel  with  1,100  on  the  record, 
or  1 ,000  for  the  1 870  half  dimes. 

But  surprisingly,  these  coins  don't 
cost  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars 
each.  No,  each  can  be  had  for 
perhaps  as  little  as  $500  (which 
admittedly,  might  seem  like  a 
huge  outlay  for  a tiny  coin).  Such 
a price  might  just  be  worth  paying 
if  you  are  trying  to  add  a crown 
jewel  to  a growing  collection. 

The  multitude  of  quarter  designs 
today  will  probably  never  be 
worth  all  that  much-  as  our  coins 
are  made  in  such  gargantuan 
quantities-  and  grading  services 
choose  to  encapsulate  even  modern 
pieces  with  grades  such  as  MS-69 
or  even  MS-70.  But  the  two  different 
five-cent  issues  of  1866  to  1873 
present  a very  different  collecting 
challenge,  one  that  has  significant 
potential  when  it  is  fully  assembled.  If  you 
choose  to  take  the  plunge,  enjoy  the  hunt  for 
some  great  nickels  and  half  dimes.  ^ 

Other  Shield  Nickel  Options 

Some  collectors  really  enjoy  hunting 
varieties.  Shield  Nickels  yield  all 
types  of  surprises  from  cuds  and 
die  breaks  to  repunched  dates  and 
highly  desired  doubled  die  coins. 

The  coin  pictured  at  right  is  the 
1 868  Hub  lie,  Variety  1 reverse.  A 
true  reverse  of  '68  features  the  star 
pointing  atthe  left  side  of  the  2nd  'S'in 
STATES.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Steve  Harrison  asked  if  all  board  members  read  the  minutes  from  the  summer 
meeting  which  were  e-mailed  July  27,  2013.  Andrew  Reiber  made  a motion  to 
accept  the  minutes  as  read,  seconded  by  Bruce  Perdue,  passed  unanimously. 
Harrison  formally  thanked  Bill  Burd  and  Brian  Jaskierski  for  sponsoring  the 
dealer  breakfast  held  Friday  morning  at  the  Egg  and  I.  Congratulations  were 
also  given  to  Carl  Wolf  as  recipient  of  the  Ralph  Winquist  Award. 

TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Bill  Burd  reported  a January  1st  balance  of  $91,886.00  with  added  revenue 
of  $30,040.00  and  expenses  of  $22,106  leaving  an  August  31st  balance  of 
$99,820.00.  Andrew  Reiber  made  a motion  to  accept  the  report  as  read,  sec- 
onded by  Bruce  Perdue,  passed  unanimously. 

DIGEST  EDITOR'S  REPORT 

Tim  Guest  stated  he  received  an  article  from  ILNA  member  James  Sego  about 
modern  U.S.  coinage  and  commemoratives  which  was  printed  in  the  Fall 
Digest.  Thanks  given  to  Bill  Burd  and  his  Chicago  Coin  Company  Library  for 
material  to  photograph  which  accented  the  article.  Guest  announced  he  will 
not  be  seeking  reelection  as  a board  member  in  2014.  Guest  stated  he  would 
be  happy  to  work  with  his  successor  on  the  Digest  production. 

LIBRARY  BOOK  REPORT 

Andrew  Reiber  stated  the  program  was  initiated  in  2008  and  to  date  240  libraries 
have  received  book  donations.  The  2013  donations  were  given  to  libraries  in 
the  Chicago  area.  Bill  Burd  stated  shipping  costs  for  201 3 were  $470.00  with

to  the  convention  center  office  for  review  because  the  increase  has  averaged  8% 
each  year;  however,  201 5 shows  a 1 6%  increase.  After  discussion  Steve  Harrison 
said  the  contracts  will  be  discussed  with  the  convention  center  office.

Jim 
Paicz  said  local  press  releases  need  to  be  sent  to  newspapers,  radio  and  televi- 
sion stations.  Tim  Guest  suggested  more  social  media  advertising  to  target  the 
internet  audience. 

BOURSE  CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT 

Jim  Paicz  informed  the  board  Morrison  Security  will  be  issuing  ILNA  a $344.00 
credit  which  can  be  applied  to  the  2014  show.  The  unofficial  201 3 show  figures 
had  total  receipts  of  $45,913.50  and  expenses  of  $35,811 .10  leaving  a net  profit 
of  $10,102.40.  All  dealer  tables  were  sold  and  the  three  day  attendance  was 
971  which  was  over  1 00  higher  than  the  2012  show.  Paicz  said  the  show  should 
continue  the  Treasure  Hunt  and  Youth  Auction  and  future  show  themes  should 
be  centered  to  garner  interest.  ILNA  does  not  have  confirmed  contracts  with  the 
Tinley  Park  Convention  Center  for  201 5 and  201 6 and  will  not  be  signed  until 
contact  details  have  been  discussed  and  agreed  upon.  A proposal  was  presented 
from  Total  ID  Solutions  for  a scanning  soft^ware  system  to  scan  driver's  licenses 
from  show  attendees  which  electronically  downloads  contact  information  only 
instead  of  manually  writing  it  down  and  entering  in  a software  system.  The  cost 
for  this  system  is  $3640.00.  It  was  recommended  that  two  other  comparable 
proposals  be  presented  at  the  winter  meeting  and  decided  upon. 

MEMBERSHIP  UPDATE 

Joyce  reported  current  membership  of  473  consisting  of  1 95  regular,  1 34  youth, 
114  life  and  30  club.  Jade  Rare  Coins  pays  for  all  youth  members  who  enroll 
at  the  ILNA  show.  Annual  renewal  notices  will  be  mailed  to  those  youth  and 
need  to  be  signed  and  returned  to  maintain  the  free  membership.  Youth  renewal 
forms  not  returned  will  result  in  dropped  membership. 

WEBMASTER'S  REPORT 

Bruce  Perdue  reported  ILNA  was  billed  $1 25.00  from  Matt  Coyle  of  New  Gen 
Designs  for  continued  hosting  of  the  ILNA  website  for  one  year  starting  Novem- 
ber 1 , 2013.  Perdue  informed  the  board  that  John  Nebel  does  website  hosting 
for  any  CSNS  club  member  for  free.  Steve  Harrison  asked  Perdue  to  contact  Mr. 
Coyle  and  inquire  ownership  rights  of  the  ILNA  website  home  page. 

NATIONAL  NUMISMATIC  LEADERS 

Andrew  Reiber  reported  three  member  clubs  are  currently  enrolled  and  the 
organization  is  looking  for  articles  to  post  on  the  website.  ILNA  initially  funded 
start  up  costs  and  after  reviewing  the  current  status  of  the  NNL,  Steve  Harrison 
said  no  additional  funds  will  be  donated.  The  ANA  and  CSNS  have  no  interest 
in  funding  or  maintenance. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Steve  Harrison  asked  the  board  to  vote  on  reimbursements  for  board  meeting 
travel  expenses.  It  was  recommended  to  keep  the  reimbursement  at  $40  per 
meeting.  The  vote  was  ten  approved  and  one  opposed.  The  next  topic  was 
salaries  for  paid  board  members.  It  was  recommended  to  keep  the  salary  for 
Bourse  Chairman  at  $1800.00  and  Treasurer  at  $250.00.  The  Digest  Editor's 
salary  would  be  increased  from  $800.00  to  $1 000.00  and  the  Secretary's  salary 
would  be  decreased  from  $700.00  to  $500.00.  The  vote  was  nine  approved, 
one  opposed  and  one  abstained.
